UNCOVER RARE U.S. COINS IN IOWA HISTORICAL VAULT 


A nearly complete duplicate set of extremely rare American coins dated 1867 
has come to light in a vault of the State Historical Department on the 
Statehouse grounds. The coins range in size from a $20 gold piece and a 
Silver dollar, down to the old time 2-cent and one-cent pieces. What is 
most unusual about them is that they are all copper. They are what is known 
as "die trial pieces."' Collectors say such coins are highly valuable. They 
were found in a cardboard box by State Curator Jack Musgrove. Three coins 
are missing. A heavy tarnish has been removed from the 41 remaining pieces. 
They have been placed in a plastic "State of Iowa" holder contributed by 
John Holden of Garwin, Iowa, The coins soon will become a part of the perm- 
ante nt coin display in the State Historical Museum. These coins and the 1913 
Liberty Nickel belonging to J.V. McDermott, will be on display at the Iowa

The site of the Iowa Numismatic Association annual convention September 22 
and 24, has been changed from the Hotel Ottumwa to the Ottumwa Coliseum, 
in Ottumwa, Iowa, The move to the larger quarters was made necessary be- 
cause of the increasing number of exhibits scheduled for the convention, 
The Coliswum will also accommodate a limited number of additional bourse 
tables, 


Of tremendous interest to all those who attend the Iowa Numismatic Conven- 
tion will be the very-seldom displayed "King of the Silver Coins"--the 
180 silver dollar, This rare coin is shown through the courtesy of 

Mr. Gordon Taggart of LaCrosse, Wisconsin. The Ottumwa, Iowa Coin Club, 
host club to the convention, is especially honored to be permitted to in-~ 
clude this coin in its exhibits. 


While on vacation in early 1961, Mr. Taggart purchased this, and several 
other old coins, from a collector of sea shells on an island in the Gulf 
of Mexico, The shell collector told Mr. Taggart that the sea and wind 
had eroded a sandy embankment, exposing the remnants of an old rusted 
metal container. Investigating, he had found an earthen jar, small but 
intact, in the remains of the metal box. The jar contained a rotted 
leather puuch in which were the coins. Mr. Taggart believes the colle¢- 
tion was buried by some family or individual of long ago, who feared 
marauders, and never was able to return to retrieve it. 


This will be the first time an 180 silver dollar has ever been displayed 
at an Iowa Numismatic Association convention. 


An even rarer coin, but one which is discussed much less often than the 
180, dollar, will also be on display. It is the 1913 Liberty Head nickel, 
shown through the courtesy of Mr. J.V. McDermott. Other exhibits include 
the First National Bank of Chicago display, "The History of Coins" con- 
taining coins from the time of Julius Ceasar to the present; the Harris 
Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago display containing coins and currency
